Why don’t barnyard fowl fly? They 
can make a fluttering pretence 
flight, it is true, but for real flying 
their wings are useless. erhualie Aiea 
fowl have lost the use of their wings 
through neglecting to use them. They 
have been valued for their eggs, and, 
as a consequence, they have been 
well fed. Thus the necessity for fly- 
ing from place to place in search of 
food has not existed. They have for 
the same reason been protected as 
far as possible from attack by animals 
and from other dangers that would 
make flight, as a means of escape, a 
necessity. In course of time, there- 
fore, their wings have become prac- 
tically uscless for purposes of flight. 
The wings of barnyard fowl are grad- 
ually decreasing in size. It may be 
in the course of time their wings will 
be nothing more than mere stumps,

Ottawa. — The first stage of the’ 
compulsory dipping order for cattle 
in mange-affected areas in Southern 
Alberta and Southwestern Saskatche- 
wan has been completed, according to 
word received from Dr. George Hil- 
ton, chief veterinary inspector of the 
Dominion, who is supervising the 
move by which the federal department 
of agriculture hopes to practically el- 
iminate mange within the next six or 
eight wecks. 

All cattle in the area : designated 
were ordered to be dipped, and work 
started on June 24, the total number 
of vats used being 88. Within a few 
days, twelve more had been added. 
Dr. Hargraves, of Medicine Hat, who 
is assisting with the work, reported 
that practically every stock owner 
had given the department their full- 
est co-operation. Range riders en- 
gaged by the department covered the 
territory to see that stragglers were 
brought in behind the general round- 
ups. 

The second dip has commenced, 
and it is hoped to complete it by July 
15, when statistics on the number of 
animals treated will be available.
